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| It were useless to attempt to conceal the fact 
that the expectations entertained respecting thie 


| yesult of this season’s operations in the mines 


i Have not been reslized. Fabulous “strikes” there 


y enperpesips have’ been, and the aggregate 


ield of our gold fields bas been great ; but to 


| the mass the result ‘as been anything but satis- 


- @uced us to’expect the most happy resnits from 


a 


i factory: Probably little more than one per cent. 
$f our mining population have been fortunate 
énough to secure rich claims, while possibly less 


than two per cent. have made over actual wages, 
the great bulk having made no more than a bare 
subsistence. 

| We are free to confess disappointment at this 
tesult. The abundance and comparatively cheap 
supply of provisions consequent upon & more 
complete road system, together with the increas- 
ed amount of capital in the hands of miners, in- 
































‘this season’s prospettings ; and the demonstra- 
tion of the practicability of winter mining afford- 
ied by last season’s experience, led us to hope 
that a much larger percentage would have done 
‘well, and that a. greater breadth of paying 
{ ground would Have been opened up. 

_ Bat is not this disappointment, after all, owing 
‘in some measure to the fact that our expectations 
‘ were raised too high? When it is remembered 
‘that we have not much more than fives thousand 
; ofan actual mining population altogether, the 
: amount of gold taken ont will not appear so very 
} small after all. Ten million dollars would prob- 
| ably not be an over-estimate for the year. That 
' gum divided by five thousand would give two 
- thousand dollars a head for every man_ engaged 
| in our mines! We only wish the gold taken 
- from our mines was as equally distributed as 
; that—an equal share to every actual miner. It 
is far otherwise, however—fortune is the-excep- 
tion, failure the rule. 

Although true that Cariboo has not quite come 

; wp this year to the great expectations entertained 
respecting it, yet has it not done well: compared 
with other mining countries? We believe | that 

_ neither in Australia, California, or the more ad- 

} jacent mineral regions, has the sanie amount of 

' treasure been taken out by so small a population. 
Two thousand dollars a head is unparalleled in 
the history of gold mining. And to those ac- 
quainted ‘with . Cariboo it must appear evident 
that capital only is wanting in order to double or 
treble the yield. We have not become acquaint- 
ed with a single case in which the party posses- 
sed sufficient’energy and money to prospect and 
have failed to reap a rich reward for their toil 
and expenditure. It is true many thousands 
have failed ; but that failure was the result of 
lack of means or perseverance, or both. 

But the disappointment experienced in respect 
to placer diggings is more thap coinpensated for 
by the discovery in various localities of gold-bear- 
ing quartz. Some half dozen leads have recently 
been discovered in the Cariboo district, and al- 
though it is to be expected that some of these’ 
will, in miner’s parlance, * fizzle,” yet some there 
are known to be rich ; and we are assured by 
men of long experience that the upper country 
presents the most unmistakable indications of be- 
ing rich in gold and silver quartz, as well as in 
many of the baser metals. 

' Nor is:this state of things by any means ¢on- 

* fined to that section of the Colony.known as Car- 

" Gboo. The same indications are to be seen down 

to the very. Gulf of Georgia. Only the other 
day Dr. Barrow, o scientific gentleman from 
London, who has been employed with. hired as- 
sistance for several months in prospecting for 
quartz, returned from the head waters of Bridge 
River, where he-has struck several rich leads, 
and from which he has taken down specimens to the 
extent of over 4 ton weight, richly charged with 
gold, silver, lead and iron. He had also many 
beautiful specimens of malachite, rubies, and other 
precious stones, with which he says that region 
abounds. How rich and extensive soever placer 
diggings may be they will never do the same 
amount of good to the country or draw as much 
capital as. quartz mines ; and so soon as these 
are opened up we shall feel this. 

Of course tlie season for prospecting has little 
more than commenced, as it is well known that 
the months of ptember and October are. the 

favorable to prospecting in the Cariboo 
country ; so that it a iquite likely we:shall have 
some rich diseoveries yet to chronicle for 1863.
